OF THE 


-SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
for the town of Brookfield, N. H. 


For THE YEAR eNDING Marco 1. 1882.

GAIN it becomes the duty of your Superin 
tending School Committee to report the con 


dition of the schools under their supervision du- 
ing the past year. 

This we do, not in the spirit of a mere perform 
ance of an assumed obligation but with the feel- 
ing that the welfare of our schools can be a 
matter of indifference to no one. 

In an agricultural community lke our own it 
is sometimes intimated that the interests of ed- 
ucation cannot be well sustained, because there 
are not pecuniary rescources sufficient to keep 
schools in constant operation, and the youth 
are early taught to labor. But never has it 
been found that agricultural pursuits had a ten- 
dency to injure the minds of youth. 

In the progress of events we have agricultu- 
ral schools and colleges, and like all other ed- 
ucational institutions the good they have wrought, 
and the investigations they have made _ cannot 
fail to be appreciated by all intelligent citizens. 

Since most other communities in this pro- 
gressive age have been steadily advancing in 
the work of education it is but natural to in- 
dulge the hope that our own may not have 
lagged behind in the cause. 
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In the selections of teachers prudential com: 
mittees have been fortunate for tbe most part. 


All districts have enjoyed the _ benefits of 
schools during the year while several have had

Mr. Colman is an_ experienced, capable and 
faithful teacher. He is perfectly at home in the 
school room, maintaining an interest in the minds 
of his pupils by his clear, easy and familiar methods 
He possesses the very important qualifications 
of being able to adapt his instructions to the 
various capacities of his pupils making himself 


easily understood by the the youngest scholars. 


as well as by those who are older. In this 
school Mr. Colman fully sustained his former rep- 
utation as a first class teacher. 

District No. 2. Fall term. Length 7 weeks ; 
whole .number scholars 138; average attendance 
11 teacher Miss. Hortense Deland wages per 
month including bvard $17. This school not- 
withstanding the shortness of the term made 
very good improvement; no dull and monotonous 


routine of exorcises was fcund in this. school, 


but every department was characterized with life 
and interest. Wecould not perceive that any 
branch of learning suffered any neglect. The 
whole number of scholars that belong in this

District No. 3. Spring term. Length 8 weeks; 


whole number scholars 26° average attendance 
24; number not absent or tardy 1C; teacher Miss. 


Mary Etta W. Hill, wages per month ineluding 
board $20. 

Summer term. Length 8 weeks whole number 
schclars 24; average attendanve 23; number not

Etta W. Hill, wages per month $20. Mise Hill 
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Commenced the winter term but was obiiged to 
leave the school owing to poor health. At the 
examination at the close of the spring term a 
goodly number of parents and others were 
present. We were very much pleased at this 
manifestation of interest in the cause of educa- 
lion on the part of the citizens of the district, 
we wish that others would feel inclined in the 
Same direction. Miss. Hill is a well qualified - 
teacher and did all she could to promote the 
wellfare of those entrusted to her care. The 
school is now in successful operation under the 
care of Stephen W. Clough everything consider- 
ed we are of the opinion that a well qualified 
male teacher in winter, would best promote the 
interests of this districts. 

District (vo. 4. Summer term. Length 6 weeks 
‘whole number scholars 21; average attendance 15; 
teacher Mrs. Lizzie Lany. At the close the teacher 
appeared to have control of the situation ; and 
we think a fair degree of advancement was 
made in the various branches studied. 

Winter term. Length of term 10 weeks; whole 
number scholars 25; average attendance 22; 
nnmber not absent one half day 7; teacher Miss 
Cora M. Furber wages per month including 
board $20. In Book-keeping 3. Physiology 2. 
Drawing 3. At the close of this term there was 
evidence of marked improvement. Some of the 
younger scholars manifested a familiarity with 
Geography and History that might pnt to 
shame many of maturer age. Various items of 
information not derived from books may _ be 
taught in every school, and the instructor who 
avails himself of the opportunities afforded té 
impart useful knowledge orally to his pupils is 
especially to be commended, 

District No. 7. One term Length of term 
11 weeks; the Register contains the names of 
9 scholars, other facts in relation to this school 
“we are ubable to give, asthe Register was not 
properly kept. Teacher Miss. Nettic Bragdon.

Whole No. scholars, in the schools during the — 
year 87; average attendance 74. Whole amount ~ 
appropriated for the support of schools $437.37. 

We find various kinds of text books on the 
same subject. This evil should be remedied at an ~ 
early date, as we consider a uniformity in text- 
books, always necessary to the best results in. 
schools. In conclusion the committee would remark | 
that they have paid the usual number. of visits to 
the ‘schools. bnt they do not pretend that they have 
done all that a superintendent should do. To 
visit schools often, to watch the progress of affairs — 
week after week, to instruct inexperiencea teachers 
in their duties, to illustrate improyed methods of 
instruction by ‘taking charge of the classes in the 
presence of the teacher,. these are duties which 
require not only a practical knowledge of the art; 
for the proper instruction of youth requires the ~ 
highest powers of the most gifted mind, but also — 
the expenditure of more time than has ever been “4 
expected of a committee. With the hope that we 
have discharged the important trust placed in our 
hands to the satisfaction of the friends of educa- 
tion we beg leave to snbmit the above report.
